It was brought out at the meeting

was felt that the installation of a 
plant such as demanded by the State 
[Health Department was 
quite un- 


knecessary under the 
circumstances 


land that such installation would in- 
crease the cost of water to the vil- 
lage.

One member of the board express- 


ed an opinion that the insistance of 
the state in having a chlorination 
•plant installed was not so much be- 
cause of the need of the plant to 
keep the supply pure but because of 
the desire of some departments to 
make a 100 per cent record and see 
that all water districts install, such 
chlorination plants. » 


Installation and operation of such 


a plant it was stated would materi- 
ally increase the cost of water to 
the consumer and while cost was 
not tho solo consideration in 
the 


matter it was deemed that the in- 
stallation nas not required to pro- 
vide pure -water for village use. 


Water from the reservoir will not 


be used in tho village for some time 
now since the hoard voted to cut in 
on tho Ashokan system of the city 
of New York as has been the custom 
in the past summers. Since the vil- 
lage has been permitted to cut in on 
the New York system it has been the 
annual practice to secure a supply 
in summer from the Ashokan tunnel. 
This water is metered to the village 
and provides an adequate supply at 
a normal pressure for home consump- 
tion during tho summer and fall. 


Added Precautions. 


While the New York system is 


supplying water for home consump- 
tion from the Ashokan aqueduct, the 
regular village reservoir supply is 
held in reserve for high pressure in 
case o£ fire need. .Should a fire 
break out in the village a man is 
dispatched immediately to the reser- 
voir and the valves opened and the 
reservoir pressure is placed on the 
water mains to give additional pres- 
sure. Pressure 
from 
the 
village 


reservoir is greater than that sup- 
Plied by the New York city supply 
and is of great advantage in case of 
emergency. 


The next regular meeting of the 


board will be held on June 28 and 
at that time it is expected the mat- 
ter of tho state recommendation will 
6« further discussed and a report 
made by the committee.

President Monroe and enunciated 
by him in his presidential message 
of December 2, 1823, was originated 
by his Secretary1 of State, John 
Quincy Adams. The formation of 
new republics in South and Central 
America had led to the belief that 
European powers were contemplat- 
ing interference there to restore the 
old form of government. The fun- 
damental principle of the original 
Monroe Doctrine is that there are 
two natural spheres of world influ- 
ence, separated by the Atlantic 
ocean, and that European powers 
should keep out of American affairs. 
At a later time the doctrine, was 
extended to imply a United States 
police power or. intervention power 
u this hemisphere.

PINE STRAWBERRIES; 


PICKING IS BEGUN 


The harvest of probably a half 


million quarts of fine Ulster county 
strawberries is just getting under- 
way, according to Albert Kurdt, man- 
ager of the Farm Bureau. The hot 
weather is causing them to ripen 
rapidly and the heavy rainfall a few 
weeks ago, helped produce a fine 
crop. The first strawberries 
were 


shipped to market last week and 
heavy picking is now getting under- 
way. The peak of the harvest season 
probably will be reached early next 
week. 


Ulster Is one of the most Important 


strawberry producing counties in the 
State. It is only exceeded by Erie 
and Oswego. Over 300 acres of straw- 
berries are harvested each year with 
an average crop of over 
500,000 


quarts. The Farm Bureau suggests 
that all housewives purchase only 
Ulster county strawberries for tho re- 
mainder of the season. They are 
fresher and of better quality than 
those which have been shipped long 
distances.
